Nevada papers have recently com- 
mented on the law which prohibits 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints“ from 
registering or voting. Opinions were 
‘expressed that this law would exclude 
the Josephites in Nevada from the 
elective franchise. Such is not the 
case. ‘The law says: | 

No person shall be allowed to vote 
at any election in-this State who is a 
bigamist or polygamist, or who teaches 
the doctrines of bigamy or polygamy, 
or who is a member of or belongs tothe 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, commonly called the Mormon 
Church, or who f a member of or be- 
longs to any order, organization or as- 
sociation which sanctions or tolerates 
bigamy or polygamy, or plural or celes- 
tial marriage, or which exercises, or 
claims the right to exercise, civil power 
in conflict with or opposed to the Con 
stitution or laws of this State or of the 
United States. (Statutes of Nevada, 
1887, 107.) 

This not apply to the non-po- 
l Mormons for several reasons. 

y are commonly called Josephites 
by their neighbors in the eastern states 
as well as the Salt Lake polygamists. 

They have no lot or share with the 
Utah Church, and are not recognized 
as Mormons by that organization. 
They do not call themselves The 

Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, but always speak of then:- 
‘selves as The Reorganized Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, 
with the accent on K ized.”’ 

They are as separate and distinct 
from the Utah Church as the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church is from the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church. 

They do not believe in plural or ce- 
lestial marriage in any manner or un- 
der any disguise whatever. 

They do not exercise, or claim the 
right to exercise civil power in conflict 
with or opposed to the Constitution or 
laws of any State in which they live, 
nor do they come in conflict with the 
Constitution or laws of the United 
They are law-abiding, tax- 
paying citizens. 

The point which would most effectu- 
ally exclude them from the action of 
the new law is that they are not big- 
amists or polygamists, and never were. 
They follow the teachings uf the Book 
of Mormon, and simple, and that 
book explicitly prohibits the tice 
of polygamy or polandry. Polygamy 
was a heresy introduced by Brigham 
Young, and this caused a separation of 
the original church, so that now the 
organizations are absolutely disunited, 
having nothing in common, so far as 
government or jurisprudence is con- 
verned.
